WASHINGTON — (UP) — The navy announced today in a communi- 
que that U. S. submarines have sunk a Japanese transport and a supply 
vessel and that a U. 8. destroyer suffered slight damage from aerial 


bombing. 


Text of communique number 20, based on reports received up to 9 


a.m. EST: 


“Far East—U. S. submarines have® 


sunk two additional ships of the 
enemy. One was a transport, the 
other a supply vessel. 


“During enemy air operations one 
of our destroyers was attacked. 
Slight damage and minor casualties 
resulted. 

“Central Pacific—13 survivors of 
the S. S. Prusa, torpedoed by an 
enemy submarine on Dec. 18, have 
been rescued. 

WASHINGTON — (UP) — The 
war department communique No. 33, 
issued as of 9:30 a. m. EST: 

“1. Philippine theater: The com- 
manding general, United States 
army forces in the far east, has con- 
solidated the majority of his troops 
in Pampanga province and shorten- 
ed his lines. 

“In the last few days the enemy 
has been heavily reinforced by sev- 
eral infantry divisions, tank regi- 
ments and horse cavalry. 

Japanese units are composed of 
veteran soldiers with modern equip- 
ment. 

“American and Philippine troops, 
despite constant fighting against 
heavy odds, are in high spirits and 
ere offering stubborn _resisance. 
Losses have been heavy on both 
sides. 

“Enemy air activity continues 
heavy, with repeated bombing of 
Manila in violation of the declara- 
tion of an open city. 

“2. There is nothing to report 
from other areas.”

BRITISH RAID 
NORTH COAST 


Operation Is Viewed As 
Test Of German Strength; 
Importance Is Stressed 


LONDON, (lP—British land, 
Sea and air forces in a dramatic 
raid on the Norwegian coast, 
wiped out two German garri- 
sons, destroyed nine ships and 
valuable installations and cap- 
tured 95 Germans and nine 
Norwegian quislings, a com- 
munique said today. 


British shock troops landed on 
two islands off the Norwegian 
coast Saturday under cover of 
a smoke screen laid down by 
their planes and a bombard- 
ment by airplanes and war- 
ships, while long range bomb- 
ers blasted the nearest German 
air field, 100 miles away, to 
prevent the dispatch of rescue 
planes, it was disclosed.

The British raid on the Norwe- 
gian coast, described in a London 
announcement today, has an im- 
portance beyond the material re- 
sults achieved. 


The British apparently are feel- 
ing out the German defenses on 
the European coast first to keep ad- 
vised of German dispositions as a 
precaution against an attempt to 
invade the Isles and second in pre- 
paration for what the British re- 
gard as the inevitable day when 
they must attempt to invade the 
continent and carry the war to Hit- 
| ler,

as important, since they sacrificed 
11 airplanes and suffered other los- 
ses. If the raid had been merely to

L. R. Enzler, chairman of the El 
Dorado County USDA _ Defense 
Board, announced today that a re- 
cent amendment to an Office of 
Price Administrator order whereby 
the ceiling prices on grades of scrap 
steel and iron used in open-hearth 
furnaces were increased by $2.50 per 
ton should now make collection of 
useless scrap metal on farms more 
profitable and enable farmers to 
move the metal into the hands of 
junk dealers in volume. 

The price established for No. 2 
farm scrap, which includes such 
materials as plow shares, engine 
crank shafts and gears, old wrought 
iron, worn bolts and rods, is $14.29 
per ton of 2,000 pounds, delivered 
at San Francisco, according to

When the two were returned to 
the county jail, they were ordered 
to strip before they were placed in 
the cell block and authorities went 
through their clothing and then re- 
turned it to them.

A Dutch communique re- 
ported a Japanese cruser set afire, 
a transport hit and 12 planes} 
downed by Netherlands East Indies 
planes. An unconfirmed Manila 
newspaper report said 12 Japanese 
transports were sunk at Davao, 
Southern Mindanao by Dutch 
planes. 

The British admitted that the 
battle line in Northwest Malaya 
now was drawn south of the vital 
tin mining and communications 
center of Ipoh, roughly 300 miles 
northwest of Singapore. 

Dispatches from London and 
Moscow devealed that Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden and Premier 
Josef Stalin had concluded an ex- 
tensive series of conferences, paral- 
lel to those of Churchill and Roose- 
velt in Washington. 

The British went into action in 
western Europe on a large scale for 
the first time in weeks. 

A daring nuisance raid was car- 
ried out against the Norwegian 
coast. It was directed at the Is- 
lands of Vaagsoe and Maaloy, be- 
tween Bergen and_ Kristiansund. 
The Islands were described as an 
assembly point for shipments to the 
arctic front in Russia. The British 
destroyed German and _ Quisling 
forces on the islands. Nine ships 
were destroyed in the harbor and | 
the British force was withdrawn 
without serious injury. 

Shipping destroyed totalled 15,- 
650 tons, London estimated. 

The British lost 11 Planes in the 
attack but destroyed 4 German air- | 
craft.

The national victory garden pro- 
gram is going to play a very im- 
portant part in the food supply of 
the country next summer. 


There'll be no plowing up of city 
parks or anything like that, but 
there'll be a lot more gardens and 
a lot better gardens. That was the 
final report from committees at the 
national garden conference in Wash- 
ington. 

Generally speaking, the program 
calls for conservative expansion of 
garden products. But the empha- 
sis is on many small gardens of high 
quality rather than a reckless plant- 
ing of garden crops just to see them 
grow. 

The huge home garden campaign 
is based entirely on expected needs. 
Each farm family should plan a 
garden just its size. 

Every attempt will be made to cut 
down waste of seed, fertilizer, and 
labor. 

In addition to family gardens, 
there will be many school and com- 
munity gardens based on the needs 
of particular groups. School gar- |: 
dens will supply fresh and home 
preserved vegetables for school 
lunches. Some communities of small 
towns are planning cooperative 
gardens and markets. 

The garden campaign will be 
launched officially in local com- 


‘munities in the near future. Every 
| family that has good land available 


for space will be urged to plan a 
garden next summer. 

Department of agriculture and 
state extension services will help 
families plan theri gardens. Bulle- 
tins and pamphlets will be made 
available. Talks will be scheduled. 
Even demonstration gardens will be 
planted for people to see and get 
idead from.

To Food For Freedom Program 


The El Dorado County defense 
board of the United States Depart-: 
ment of Agriqulture this week re-| 


newed its plea to ranchers engaged 
in the production of beef cattle to 


adjust their marketing plans to con- | 


form to slaughter goals established 
in the USDA’s Food for Freedom 
Program, both as a service to the 


nation and in their own economic 
interests. 

L. R. Enzler, board chairman, ex- 
plained that unless cattlemen fully 
understand the factors involved and 
their operations accordingly, there 
is danger that herds will continue 
to be increased and that overstock- 
ing of the range may result in a re- 
petition of forced marketing which 
sent beef prices to record low lev- 
els in 1934. 

“The nation needs the extra 
slaughter of beef called for in the 
USDA goals for 1942,” said Enzler, 
“but it should be understood also 
that it is quite possible to meet 
these goals on a tonnage basis and | 


still defeat utterly the long-time ob- 
jectives of the program, the most 


important of which is to level off 
beef animal numbers at about the 
present figure. The only way to ac- 
complish this is to reduce the rel- 
ative numbers of ‘she stock,’ and 
this means that a heavy propor- 
tion of the increased marketings in 
1942 should consist of cows and 
heifers.” 

Enzler cited the following ad- 
ditional recommendations of Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Claude R. 
Wickard to cattlemen: 


1. Pay off indebtedness now 
while prices and demand are good, 


So as to avoid the danger of having | 


to pay off big debts at low prices 
later. ; 

2. Improve breeding herds by 
culling out and selling undesirable 
animals while demand is good. 

3. Keep livestock numbers in bal- 
ance with norma] feed supplies.
